Response to Amendment 
This Office Action is in response to Amendment filed on 01/22/2008. 
Claims 4-5 have been withdrawn. 
Claims 1-3, 6 are pending. 
Remark of Applicants has been considered. 

Examiner's Amendment

Cancel Claims 4-5 due to non-elected claims. 

Reason for allowance 

Claims 1-3, 6 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for 
allowance: None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed a 
micromachine comprising: a first electrode, a second electrode, and a support electrode 
disposed on the substrate, one or more protective films disposed on the first electrode 
and the support electrode, and a ban-shaped vibrator electrode comprising (a) a 
vibrating part overlying the second electrode, the vibrating part being spaced apart from 
the second electrode with a gap therebetween, and (b) end parts secured to the first

electrode and the support electrode, a portion of each end part overlying one of the 
protective films.
